done by a general law. They said it 
violated a provision of the general law, 
yet they could not put their fingers on a 
single part of the bill which violated any 
one of the provisions of the Constitution. 
The bill provides a way to fill the offices 
alreadv in existence, but does not create 
the offices any more than did the act 
providing for the appointment of two 
more Judges in this county. If 
one 
act is 
unconstitutional, 
the 
other must be also. The bill pro­ 
vides for the appointment of the officers 
and refers to the general law for salaries, 
duties, etc. lie was utterly unable to 
see where any of the provisions’ of the 
constitution were violated. 
Mr. Súchel closed the argument on 
behalf of the plaintiffs, and submitted a 
long list of authorities to show that <yuo 
warranto proceedings could be nsed to 
test the constitutionality of an feet. Ho 
said that it seemed to him it would be 
better to decide the matter at once 
rather than have a multitude of actions 
in the courts. He held that the bill was 
unconstitutional, and that it did dele­ 
gate legislative powers to the Commis­ 
sioners and the people, and that it was a 
special act which was unnecessary, be­ 
cause the same matters had been pro­ 
vided for by the general laws. 
The case was submitted to the court 
shortly before 5 o’clock.

ORANGE COUNTY. 
Tkc A riu u en t Before the Judge» 
Completed. 
The argument in the case which in­ 
volves the constitutionality of the act 
creating Orange county was concluded 
yesterday before the Judges of the Su­ 
perior Court in banc. 
The concluding 
argument on behalf of the Commission' 
ers, appointed under the act, was made 
by Judge J. W. Towner, who said that 
he only desired to make some additional 
points to those already made by Judge 
Hutton in his argument. 
There was a 
question, io his mind, as to whether or 
not the whole chapter of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, in leference to the pro­ 
ceeding, was not unconstitutional. Under 
the old Constution it contained no grant, 
to any court in the State, of the right to 
institute quo warranto proceedings, 
but the new Constitution conferred 
upon the Superior Courts the right to 
institute them. When the Code of Civil 
Procedure was passed the first section of 
the chapter contained, among other pro­ 
virions, one that said: “ The writ of quo 
warranto is hereby abolished.” Tnis 
was done when there was no grant of thie 
right in the Constitution, but the new 
Constitution gave the Superior Cout tí 
the right to institute quo warranto pro­ 
ceedings, and in 1880 the section was so 
amended to make it conform to the Con­ 
stitution. Under this state of affairs it 
was questionable as to whether the chap­ 
ter was constitutional. Another quettion 
which was in doubt was as to whether a 
proceeding of this kind could be used to 
determine the question as to the exist­ 
ence of an office. He thought it could 
not, and cited numerous authorities to 
sustain bis position. As to the objection 
of the plaintiffs, who alleged that the bill 
delegated to the people and Commission­ 
ers legislative powers, he did not think it 
amounted to much. '1 he legislature sim­ 
ply said that the bill would be a law if twe- 
thirds of the people thought it ought to 
be a law. The objectors claimed that the 
bill did not take effect until after the 
vote bad bean cast. This be held to be 
wrong, for the bill itself said that it was 
to take effect immediately after its pas­ 
sage. It provided for the appointment of 
Commissioners, and they bad been 
appointed before the vote was taken, 
therefore the act was in force. The same 
provision was required in the formation 
of municipal incorporations. The law is 
in effect, but it don’t take effect as to 
particular persons until the vote has been 
cast. The Legislature said in this bill, 
the people residing in this district could 
have a county if they wanted. The only 
difference was in relation to the oppor­ 
tunity to vote. In forming municipal 
corporations, the people can vote 
on 
the 
question 
as 
often 
as 
they want, but in this case the act 
was to be inoperativo if two-thirds of the 
voters did not vote for the formation of 
the county. It had been decided tbat 
the Legislature conld delegate the power 
to the people to decide whether they 
should have a law or not. 
The plaintiffs also objected to the bill 
because they said it created offices, fixed

He said 
that Judge Van Dyke was an able lawyer, 
a just judge, and eminently fitted to fill 
i tie position and discharge the duties of 
Justice of the Supreme Court.’ 
Judge Anderson and Charles Batchel* 
ler seconded the recommendation, each 
saying that he thought Judge Van Dyke 
eminently fit for the position. 
No one had another name to propose, 
and the following resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted:

T ogether w ith th e claim the Chief pre- 
re-itH a certified copy of the record of the 
action taken bv th e Board of Supervisors 
on th e 3d of A pril, 1871. It was “ ordered 
th a t th e sum of $200 be appiopriated out 
of th e current expense fund as a lew ard 
fo th e arrest an d delivery of the m ur­ 
d erer of th e B ilderbeck brothers to the 
S h e r i f f of this county, and th a t the fur­ 
th e r sum of $200 be appropriated for the 
arrest and delivery of R ichard Bee to the 
S heriff of th is county.” 
T here is also appended a sw orn state­ 
m en t of the Chief th a t upon June 24, 
1871, h e undertook to capture Buckskin

T he first paper was a telegram from J 
D. M cM ahon, calling on th e doctor to 
m eet h im a t th e W indsor H otel, New 
Y ork, by order of th e C om m ittee, on 
Jan u ary 18, 1888. T here was another 
telegram from J . H . R onayne, calling 
for th e doctor’s report on th e Sullivan 
trial. 
To th is th e doctor replied, as a 
copy of his lettler show ed, th a t h e would 
vote again as he had voted at th e trial. 
T h e n th e Coroner read th e m inority 
report of the Trial C om m ittee, dated 
P hiladelphia, Ja n u ary 
15, 1889, and 
signed by J . H . M cCahey an d P. H . 
Cronin. 
T he report blam es A lexander 
Sullivan for neglecting th e fam ily of 
M ackey 
L am asey, 
scores 
Sullivan, 
B oland and Feely for excluding C. II. 
M cC arthy from the Boston C onvention, 
and also for excluding a delegate of the 
hom e organization from the sam e place. 
It w as alleged th a t th e report of the 
Boston Convention show ed a deficit of 
$13,000 a t th e instance of Sullivan, when 
'.here really was a balance ; th at $111,000 
was im properly spent and n ot accounted 
for by “ The Triangle,” th at th e m en sent 
to E ngland on “ M issions” were not suffi­ 
ciently supplied w ith m oney, and th at 
the ag en t of “ The T riangle” was re- 
ponsible for th is ; th at $87,191 was draw n 
from th e Treasury for “ active work” 
but wae not used for th at purpose by 
“ T he T riangle,” but, w ith th e surplus 
m oney, was in the h an d s of “ The T ri­ 
angle’s” agent. 
This report was signed 
by M cC ahey and C ronin, w ith a recom ­ 
m endation th at it be printed and sent to 
each cam p. 
The Coroner then read Dr. 
C ronin’s notes taken a t the trial. The 
objections A lexander Sullivan m ade to 
Dr. C ro n in ’s sitting on the com m ittee 
are sta te d a t large and also th a t they 
were overruled by tb e votes of B urns, 
Rogers, M cCahey and C ronin. 


THE MISSIONS TO ENGLAND. 
O ne w itness testified th at he was te n t 
to E ngland to do active work, and was 
riven £4 and a steerage ticket. H e cam e 
back by a steerage passage, w ithout bed­ 
clothes or o ther necessaries. 
H e slept, 
he said , on th e soft side of a plank. 
H e 
went again, and was told to get Borne one 
to h e lp him . 
Jo h n J . M aroney was one 
of th e m en who was to help him . 
H e 
was given $200, and w hen he got to 


E ngland did not get any m ore. 
H e did 
not use th e alias given him by “ The Tri­ 
angle,” and th e intim ation in his evi­ 
dence i» th at this w as w hat saved him 
from falling into th e h a n d so f th e English 
authorities. 
H e and h is p artn er “ per­ 
form ed four operations.” 
T he trouble in 
the Pittsburg C onvention was told about. 
An objection was m ade to Tim C rean and 
Florence Sullivan beiDg seated as proxies 
for F a th erl)o rcy and A lexander Sullivan. 


THE JURY SATISFIED. 
A f;er reading the evidence tho jury 
w ere asked if they w anted to hear any 
m ore w itnesses, th e Coroner saying that 
he hud plenty of w itnesses w ho could 
give “ corroborating evidence.”

at 4:40 o ’clock, rttire d for deliberation to 
th e C oroner’s office. 
A t 0 o’clock tbe 
ju ry pent out for su p p er, w hich was 
brought in to them . 
A t 9 :45 p. m. the ju ry were still iu 
te ire t session. 
S tate’s A ttorney Louge- 
necker had been sent for twice. 
H e 
stated on com ing o ut of th e jury-rooin 
th at th e jury had decided to hold A lex­ 
ander Sullivan and several others, but 
th at th e nam es of th e o th ers bad not 
been decided on. 
A t 10:85 the Coronor’s jury brought in 
T heir verdict, th e feature of it being the 
recom m endation th a t A lexander Sulli­ 
van be held, also th ree others under 
arrest. 
At 10:30, officers were d is­ 
patched to S ullivan's residence to arrest 
him . 
A t 10:15 r . 
m ., after being out five 
hours and a half, th e ju ry cam e into 
court and com m enced reading th eir ver­ 
dict. 
I t was a long docum ent, b ut was 
listened to w ith m arked atten tio n .

SULLIVAN ARRESTED. 


C h i c a g o , Ju n e 11.— A lexander Sulli­ 
van ’s arrest was t fleeted w ithout the 
slig h test trouble. 
Before th e verdict was 
lead in public, C oroner H ertz em -rged 
for a m om ent from th e room in which the 
jary was in Bestión. 
H e beckoned to an 
officer, and handed him a m ittim us. The 
officer, with a com rade, hurriedly left the 
city hall, and jum ping in to a*carriage 
drove straig h t to th e residence of Mr. 
Sullivan, on Oak street. 
The officers 
went to the frout door and rang the bell. 
H en ry 
Brown, M r. Sullivan’s clerk, 
answ ered the call. 
“ Is M r. Sullivan at 
h o m e?” asked one of th e officers. 
“ H e 
| b,” w as th e urbane rep ly , “ but ho has 
just retire d .” 
“ W e are policem en, aud 
have a m ittim us for h is a rre e t,” rejoined 
the officer,w hose nam e is Ilen ry Palm er. 
“ All rig h t; com e in , gentlem en. 
I will 
call h im ,” said Mr. Brown. 
Officer 
Palm er 
and 
his 
com rade 
stepped inside, while a n o th er policem an, 
who h ad p a tin a n appearance, descended 
the steps and ran around the block to 
the rea r of th e house. 
Before three 
m inutes had passed, no less th an half-a- 
dozen vehicles h ad been driven up to the 
curb near th e house, and th e sidew alk 
contained m ore th an a score of m en. 
Mr. B rown lighted tb e gas in th e parlor 
anti invited the officers to take seats. 
M r. Sullivan evidently h ad heard part 
of th e conversation betw een Brown and 
th e officers, for, a 
m om ent later, he 
th rn st his head over th e balustrade on 
th e second floor an d s a id : “ All right. 
I’ll dress and come dow n.” 
H e soon 
appeared on th e stairw ay dressed in his 
ordinary atreet dreBS. 
D escending to the 
parlor he recognized officer Palm er, whom 
he h ad known for years, an d , extendiug 
his h an d , said: 
“ W hy, how are you, 
P alm er? 
You w ant m e, 
do y o u ? ” 
“ Y es,” said P alm er, “ I have a m ittim us 
for you. 
I suppose, though, you are not 
greatly tu rp rise d ? ” 
“ W ell, slightly—at 
this hour. 
I was ju st ret.ring. 
Will 
you n o t rem ain in th e house all night 
rath e r th an go to th e jail ?” 
“ N o,” said 
P alm er, “ I have n o t au th o rity to do so .” 
“ All rig h t, P alm er, I ’ll go w ith you,” 
said M r. Sullivan, cheerfully. 
Then Mr. 
Sollivan w alked to th e rea r of a hallw ay 
w here a fem ale figure could be dim ly 
seen behind th e portieres. 
Placing hiB 
arm tenderly around th e w om an’s waist 
Mr. Sullivan kissed h er an d then took 
up b is h at, say in g : 
“ Now I am read y .” 
Tbe street door opened a n d Mr. Brown 
stepped out first, followed by Officer 
Palm er. 
N ext cam e M r. Sullivan, fol­ 
lowed by Officer B roderick. 
Sullivan 
followed the officers w ith a firm tread. 
His h a t was set back slightly on h is 
head, giving a clear view o f his sm ooth- 
shaven face and clear open eyes. 
On 
reaching ihe sidew alk, Brown took the 
a tto rn ey ’s arm and entered the carriage 
w ith tli© officers. 
By th is tim e the occupants of tb e a d ­ 
joining houses and those across tbe street 
were aw akened and a dozen windows 
opened. L ittle groups cf m en and women 
assem bled on the sidew alk and had 
scarcely assem bled w hen th eir sig h t­ 
seeing was ended by th e carriage quickly 


rolling aw ay to the jail, scarcely a m ile 
distant. 
T he prisoner’s 
dem eanor w as calm 
throughout the entire proceedings. 
H av ­ 
ing arrived at th e office of th e C ounty 
Jail, and after th e usual prelim inaries, 
Mr. Sullivan was taken through the cage 
into th e gloomy prison itself. 
T he e x ­ 
President of the Irish N ational League in 
Am erica was then im m ediately incarce­ 
rated in cell No. 25 in th e tier ' know n ag 
“ m u rd erers’ row .” 
A VERY FRESH REPORTER. 
A t th e jail office M r. Sullivan h ad a 
pleasant m eed of recognition from N ight 
Jailer C urrier and such of the new spaper 
m en as he knew , but one ill-m annered 
reporter confronted him w ith a great 
roll of note paper, an d 
d em an d ed : 
“ W hat have you to say ?” 
“ I w ill say my say in court,” w as tb e 
anpwer. 
W l.en further pressed by th e sam e in­ 
dividual, Mr. Sullivan said : 
“ P lease 
have th e decency to let m e alone.” 
A 
m om ent later th e prisoner was conveyed 
through th e iron doorw ay into th e silen t 
cellroom , and going in , pleasantly bade 
th e bystanders a g en eral “ G ood-night.” 


FLITTING “ SHADOWS.” 
T he only incident a t th e Sullivan res>* 
dence after the carriage had driven aw ay 
was, th a t half a dozen disconsolate in d i­ 
viduals v ho had been posted in d ark 
cornerB, 
com pletely 
surrounding th e 
house, w ere seen to com e out of th eir 
hiding places and 
quickly 
disappear 
from th e neighborhood. 
T hey w ere th e 
“ Shadow s” who have dogged every step 
of Sullivan for weeko past, an d th eir 
work w as now at an end. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT O F THE ARREST. 
T he Daily News' report of th e arrest 
says: 
“ Mr. Sullivan exhibited n o im ­ 
patience or chagrin a t officer P alm er’s 
refusal of his request to rem ain a t the 
house over night. 
‘I give you c red it, 
Mr. S ullivaa, for being a very cool m an ,’ 
said a v e'eran detective in a subsequent 
conversation. 
‘W ell,’ said Sullivan, ‘a 
m an w ith a clear conscience need never 
w orry, anti I know of no wrong I h ave 
done.’ 
T hen he donned his overcoat 
and h a t and led h is captors from th e 
house.” 
IT WAS HIB HOUSEKEEPER. 
The D aily News says th a t th e w om an 
w ho appeared a t th e h ead of tb e stairs 
leading to the basem ent was S ullivan’s 
old housekeeper, who was in a state of 
great trepidation. 
S ullivan 
hastened 
over to h e r, and after paying a few w ords 
to h er, kissed h er good-hye. 


ARE THE ARRESTS IMPORTANT? 


C h i c a g o , Ju n e 11.—Chief of Police 
H u b b ard was asked, in regard to tbe 
grounds on which M cD onald a n d M a­ 
roney w ere arrested 
in New Y ork to­ 
day on suspicion of being concerned in 
th e C ronin m urder. 
W ith regard to th e 
m an, M cD onald, w ho seem s to be th e 
m ore im portant of th e tw o prisoners, 
H ubbard said : 
“ W e attach no im por­ 
tance to the arrest, a s all the fellow had 
to do w ith th e case, so far as we know , 
is th a t h e is a New Y ork crook, an d was 
ab sen t from New Y ork at th e tim e of th e 
m urder and we th in k he was here, b u t 
we d o n ’t know y et. 
I cannot, or will 
not, tell w here be wae on M ay 4 th , b ut 
th a t does not prove th a t he m urdered 
C ronin or had an y th in g to do w ith th e 
crim e.” 
“ It is learned th a t th e C arlsons can 
identify M cDonald as th e m an 
w ho 
rented th e coUage.” 
“ B a h ! Sheer n onsense.” 
“ A nd th a t he w as, in all probability, 
th e m an w ho drove th e Doctor aw ay .” 
T he C hief’s reply, though inelegant, 
w as ex prep nive—“ R a ts.” 
Luke Dillon, of P h ilad elp h ia, on whose 
inform ation th e arrest w as m ade,declined 
to eay w hat the grounds of th e arrest 
w ere. 
THE GROUNDS OF 8U8PICION. 
S tate's Attorney Longenecker w onld 
talk, how ever, if Dillon would not. “ T be 
m en are arrested, an d there is noth in g to 
conceal now. 
M aroney is th e m an who 
is suspected of driving the doctor from 
his office to th e C arlson cottage. 
A bout 
the o th er m an I don’t know m uch, but 
we expect to prove th a t he was in th e 
conspiracy. 
M aroney 
is a laborer.

th in k , an d M cDonald is a b lack-m ith. 1 
got th is inform ation from Dillon, and we 
will learn how m uch tru th there is in it 
later o n .”
